Cable and Wireless Limited Jerusalem have been warned 
by military authorities that safety of their staff can no 
longer be guaranteed and have been advised to evacuate to 
Transjordan. Army is prepared to transport staff and their 
mobile transmitter if requested before liay lst to do so. 


2. \/e are in favour of this move which should also 
commend itself to Transjordan Government. [Present 
communications with Amman pass through Jcrusaleg and aie 
likely to be cut. Proposed evacuation would provide 
wireless telegraphy link with entire Cable and ‘/ireless 
system via Cyprus or United Kingdom. 


5. If you see no objection please approach Transjordan 
authorities with request that permission be granted for 


temporary establishment of transmitter on Transjordan 
territory.
